plete equipment units are held up because of one or 
two small parts. The shortage of steel for oil stor- 
age tanks continues to pose a serious problem. One 
manufacturer claims he can only secure delivery on 
30-40 of his allocated amount of steel and there 
appears to be no sign of the situation easing 


RACKET-BUSTING METERS In the past two years, 
meters have been installed in West Coast loading 
racks on an unprecedented scale, according to a lead- 
ing manufacturer. Although the majors are loathe to 
admit that any of their employes would steal, the 
practice of “overloading” gasoline tank trucks be- 
came a big racket. By metering loading racks, both 
small and big companies have reduced pilfering and 
lessened the proble m. Trend toward metering load- 
ing racks is expected to climb. And one company 
reportedly has decided on policy of blanket-metering 
of loading racks.

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Divorcement Question Needs Intelligent Study 


At last the highly important question of whether oil 


companies should be separated into individual companies 
as to their four major activities, producing, pipe lining 
refining and marketing, is promised a thorough study by 
a conservative group of the oil industry Such a study 
should go a long way toward ending a long and not very 
constructive debate and to head off, if the study is 80 
made that its results are accepted by the industry, what 
many oil men believe will be destructive legislation, which 
would make an entirely different and unproved type of 


an oil industry 

This is possible from the action taken last week by th 
South Dakota Independent Oi] Men's Assn. one of the 
most conservative of the 30 or more state marketing 
organizations and yet one which has been steadily pre 
gressive both in the jobbers’ interest and in the interest 
of the industry as a whole in its quarter of a century of 
existence These South Dakota jobbers at their meeting 
last week adopted a resolution asking the National Oil 
Jobbers Council to make such a study and to employ 
sufficient funds and to take enough time to get the study 
well done The National Oil

Jobbers’ Council is itself a 


take up the fight for livorcement” by turning down a 
number of times resolutions to do so 

This subject of “divorcement” is in dire need of such 
an intelligent and thorough study because it is so vitally 
important to the oil industry It has had a certain 
popular appeal but many finally admit they have 
given it no special stuc Of all the subjects that have 
been discussed by ) i in the industry, it has had 
the least light fron ld facts thrown upon it 

The writer has heard a good many debates on a good 
many subjects in the oil industry these last almost 43 
years but he cannot recall a single one that has been 
so ignorantiy and sloppily argued, he cannot recall a 
single one where speakers on both sides seem to have 
made what may well be called a deliberate effort let 
the facts be undiscovered or at least unrevealed Sug 
gestions that the debaters go get some facts have been 
casually brushed aside and when a few pertinent facts 
have been proffered they have been ignored 

NATIONAL PETROLEUM NEWS has never believed in di 
orcement by law but it has said that if large companies 
with well defined and separate branches of activity 
eventually carry out what seems to be a trend to decen- 
tralization of management and it leads tc having separaté 
companies for each of the mf&jor operations, that could 
be considered a logical and natura] outcome even though 
a fair trial after some years might bring a reversal of 
that change However, NPN has said that it does not 
believe there is enough business wisdom in Congress or 
elsewhere to warrant government making a decree, es 
pecially when the subject has been advocated more from a 
political standpoint than economic and with the advocates 
fail.ng to state what basic facts were available even in 
the early days of the discussion We have even sus- 
pected that the chief senatorial advocate of “divorce- 


ment lid not know much what he was talking about and 
would not bother getting any f s and Was so enamored 
of it as a political issue that had his bill been adopted 
he would have been a highly disappointed man because he 
would have been deprived of what he thought was a good 
campaign issuc 

The advocacy of “divorcement” comes from oi] jobbers 
believing that they have been and are still unjustly 
treated in the market price structure by the major oil 
companies. The extent to which this belief is now justi 
fied is now being determined by a national survey of oi) 
marketers’ books by a firm of certified public account 
anis 

The argument in support of this proposed divorcement 
action is based upon a fact developed in the volumes of 
testimony taken in the old Standard Oi] Dissolution suit 
back years ago. Then it was clearly shown that under 
the management of John D. Rockefeller, Senior, and his 
two-fisted associates, the practice then was for the Rocke 
feller crowd to charge excessive rates on the pipe lines 
partly to keep them from being usable by others in th 
few cases where they were common carriers, but chiefly 
so the old Standard crowd could justify exceedingly prof

Banks Offer to Help Oil Men Collect 
For Petroleum Purchases by Farmers 


By Leonard Castle, Midwest Editor 


A new plan under which the jobber’s 
bank, instead of the jobber himself, 
would finance farmer purchases of 
petroleum products, is being worked 
out by the South Dakota Independent 
Oil Men's Assn. The proposal, known 
as the “Rosebud Plan of Farm Pro- 
duction Loans was explained to 
South Dakota jobbers last week by 
J. E. Adrian, association secretary, 
at the annual convention in Huron 


Details of the proposal were drafted 
by an association committee and a 
group of country banks in the area 
of the Rosebud Indian Reservation 
in South-Central South Dakota. Lead- 
ing spokesman for the bankers was 
L. L. Lillibridge, managing officer of 
the Burke State Bank at Burke, 5S 
Dak 

Mr. Adrian explained that the need 
for such a plan is great because 
total accounts receivable on petrol 
eum products in South Dakota range 
between $15 million and $20 million 
and a large percentage of this amount 
is carried on the books of oil con 


panies, large and small, for periods 
ranging from four months to a year 
and sometimes longer 

As explained by Mr. Adrian, the 
plan would operate as follows 

First, by Nov. 10, the oil man would 
make up a list of all his customers 
to whom he expects to sell petroleum 
products for the coming year. He 
then would take the list to his banker 
to be analyzed. Subsequently, jobber 
and banker would go over the list 
together and discuss each customer 
Some, of course, wouldn't need bank 
credit and others would be discarded 
because their credit rating was hope 
less 


Once an eligible list is made up 
these would be asked to 
fill out an application for credit. The 
amount of the farm production loan 
would be only that needed for agri 
cultural production and would not 
include products to be used for pleas 
ure driving or other

Dakota Jobbers Urge NOJC to Study 


Need for Divorcement of Production
